To over-expansion and bad judg- 
ment on the part of those entrust- 
ed with the business management 
of the Vanderbilt Newspapers, Inc. 
he attributed the present situation. 
He said that with $300,000 which 
he intends raising on his _ patri- 
mony, he can put the newspapers 
on a paving basis in six months. 

Young Vanderbilt said he was 
confident he could prevent disas- 
ter for the stockholders in his 
newspaper enterprises, and is pre- 
pared, in the face of a definite 
break with his father, to ‘fight it 
through.’’ 

He said his father’s aversion to 
newspapers in general, and his 
son's in particular, was tye cause 
of the family withholding aid.

YOUTH GETS SECOND 
25-YEAR SENTENCE 


Frank O’Brien, 19, Sent to 
Prison for Both Murder 


and Robbery. 


Frank O’Brien, 19 years old, who 
recently received a 25-year prison 
term for shooting a policeman, 
yesterday received another 25-year 
sentence for robbing a storekeeper. 

The robbery charge was based 
on a $40 holdup Dec. 1 at James 
McGahan’s confectionery, 1318 
Hickory street. McGahan and 6ev- 
eral customers identified O’Brien 
as one of the three robbers. His 
prother, Charles O’Brien, 15, and 
Lisle Jeffress, 17, are charged with 
being the other robbers and will be 
tried later. 

The O’Brien brothers and Jef- 
fress ‘and three other men were 
.indicted for assault to kill in con- 
nection with the shooting Dec. 6 
of Traffic Policeman Theodore 
Funke when the latter § arrested 
them for speeding. Frank O’Brien, 
the first to be tried, was convicted 
and sentenced to 25 years’ impris- 
onment. The shooting of the po- 
liceman was the culmination of a 
series of holdups by the six, ac- 
cording to confessions pnade at the 
time of their arrest. 

Both verdicts of guilty were re- 
turned against Frank O’Brien by 
juries in Circuit Judge Landwehr’s 
Court. He must serve 50 years 
less time off for good beNavior, 
unless he is paroled or pardoned.

(/ cific Railroad Co. are charged by 

James W. Edwards, a former land 
examiner and appraiser for the 
company, with writing the reports 
of Government commissioners who 
classified 3,700,000 acres of Fed- 
eral land granted to it in the Pa- 
cifie Northwest. 

The charge was made before a 
Congressional Commission investi- 
gating grants to the company and 
its successor, the Northern Pacific 
Railway Co. 

Testifying under oath, Edwards, 
who lives at Chatcolet, Idaho, told 
of the activities of the three com- 
missioners sent to examine the land 
grants for mineral deposits, the 
Government proposing to exchange 
minerai land for other tracts. 

As an employe of the railroad, 
he at times worked with the com- 
missioners, he said, adding that the 
reports were written by railroad 
representatives who accompanied 
them. The lands, he declared, pre- 
viously had been examined by the 
railroad’s agents. 

The commissioners were accom- 
panied, Edwards asserted, by two 
railroad employes, an examiner 
and a “cruiser’’ as guide. In re- 
Ply to a question by Representa- 
tive Sinnott (Rep.) of Oregon, who 
heads the investigating group, he 
said that the commission was 
“dominated by the company, in- 
fluenced by the company.” 

“I simply wish to say,’ the wit- 
ness added, “‘that all the classifi- 
cations that were made, that were 
shown in those men’s reports, were 
not made by the men themselves 
but by the examiner and cruiser 
of the Northern Pacific who were 
with the commission at the time.’’

Making the Left-Hand Turn. 
To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch, 
®* ¥N your April 27 issue appears a let- 


ter signed ‘‘Safety First, Last and Al- 

ways,” which calls attention to what is 
probably the most frequentiy broken law 
in the traffic code of St. Louis. 
_ There is a way of driving your car in 
making a left turn which will leave little 
doubt as to your intention in the minds 
of drivers following you, and no new in- 
vention is needed to take the place of 
common-sense driving. This method 3s 
simply the one provided by the traffic 
law of our city. 

On page 5 of the “Abstract of St. Louis 
Traffic Laws,” prepared by the City Reg- 
iater, and freely given out at any police 
tation, you will find a provision that a 
driver wishing to make a left-hand turn 
ehall “approach the intersecting street so 
that the left side of his vehicle shal] be 
ans near as practicable to the center line 
of the street along which he is proceed- 
ing.” This section also describes the 
legal hand signal for this turn (hand 
extended below horizontal), but sensibly 
provides that the use of a proper “stop” 
light makes the hand signal unneces- 
sary. 

Yet many drivers seem to know noth- 
ing of this provision of our code, and I 
have seen many drivers, evidently think- 
ing they were using great care, drive to 
the right hand curb, with arm  out- 
stretched, and then swing into a left 
turn! The drivers following thom are 
sure to think they wish to stop at the 
curb, and their left swing {s a complete 
surprise. 

) Safe driving !s largely a matter of 
common sense, and the driver who han- 
dies his car as provided in the traffic 
code in preparing to make a left turn, 
will be dolng all that is reasonably 
necessary in securing ‘‘safety first, last 
and always,’ both for himself and those 
who follow him in traffic.

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| THE CRIME-PREVENTION JOB 

F. Trubece Davison, chairman of the National Crime 
Commission, speaking of the nation-wide program to 
combat crime, said 4 reassuring word with regard 
to the objects of the crime commission and the part 
the Federal Government would play in it. 

Remarking that the National Crime Commission 
has no ambition except to be helpful, and to stimu- 
late those upon whose shoulders the real responsi- 
bility rests, he says: “It believes the task of actu- 
ally applying such remedies as may be found and 
converting theories into practices lies upon the indi- 
vidual states and upon the citizens thereof.” 

Mr. Davison says flatly that neither the national 
Government nor any national organization could take 
the place of the states, and that the commission’s 
program will be strictly in accordance with this 
policy. 

The work of the commission is divided practically 
into two fields. The immediate and pressing task 
is to reform the administration of justice, with a 
view to the speedy and sure conviction and punish- 
ment of persons found guilty of crime. Another 
task, perhaps even more important in the ultimate 
effect, is to find the causes of crime, and, naturally, 
remedies in so far as correction can be applied. It 
will require not only very high intelligence to dis- 
cover the factors in the background which make for 
crime, but courage to point out and discuss the real 


causes.

These reforms cannot be brought about merely by 
changing the rules and practices of courts, by ob- 
taining sounder legislation than we have now, but 
there must be a great body of informed public opin- 
ion in support of the movement; the co-operation of 
citizens is imperative. 

It is gratifying to note, however, that the National 
Crime Commission has no illusions with regard to 
finding a panacea, and no intention of shouldering the 
responsibility for the work of preventing crime on tht 
Federal Government. In relying upon arousing the 
interest and conviction of individual citizens and 
through them obtaining action by legislatures and 
courts, the commission is taking the only effective 
path. Hysterics, campaigns for more iaws and more 
drastic laws, and Federal intervention are all futile. 
They would merely make a bad situation worse. | 

The job of combating crime is serious and diffi- 
cult. It requires sound judgment, a thorough knowl- 
edge of the principles that ought to control the ad- 
ministration of justice, and the combined co-operation 
of Federal, state and community forces and agencies, 
within their respective spheres. Back of these must 
be an alert citizenship, determined that law and or- 
der shall be enforced. 
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CONTROL OF BROADCASTING. 

While Senator Robinson's assertion that executive 
control of radio, as an alternative to the proposed 
commission control, would mean “full publicity for 
Coolidge speeches, while political opposition would 
be deprived of the right to speak through the ether 
to the voters,” smacks of’ partisanship, it points to 
a real menace withAregard to this vehicle not only 
of information but of propaganda. 

Radio broadcasting is similar to publicity through 
the press, with even wider scope. It is dissimilar 
in that it is in the main interstate, and therefore 
subject to Federal control. But, in legislation pro- 
viding for such control it must not be forgotten that 
freedom in broadcasting is as important as freedom 
of the press. Any legislation looking to control that 
would enable political influence to limit this freedom 
would be as mischievous in its results as’ control of 
the press by Washington: A nonpartisan commis- 
sion is the only safe body to intrust with such power.

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MR. GLASSIE’S ETHICS. 

We are finally getting an official report of Mr. H. 
H. Glassie’s deportment as a member of the Tariff 
Commission in the matter of the duty on sugar. 

The question was, should that duty be lowered? 
It was felt by other members of the commission that 
Mr. Glassie, because of his family’s financial interest 
in the sugar business, was disqualified from acting 
as a judge in this case. No such scruple heckled 
Mr. Glassie. He was all for sitting in on the de- 
cision. Further, Mr. Coolidge, after veering around 
‘a bit, concluded that Mr. Glassie would do his duty 
as he saw it, and assured him that, whatever he 
did, the President would stand by him. 

This is the story related to the Senate investigat- 
ing committee by Commissioner Costigan. In the 
end, to be sure, Mr. Glassie did not participate in the 
commission’s judgment, which recommended that 
the duty be lowered. But it was no sense of propriety 
that thus persuaded Mr. Glassie. It was a rough 
stipulation from Congress, in the shape of an amend- 
ment to an appropriation bill, that none of the funds 
thus provided should be used to pay the salary of any 
Tariff Commissioner who took part in a case in 
which he or his family had a financial interest. 

That was enough for Mr. Glassie. He is no Don 
AQuixote. He wanted to serve the family fortune, 
but not to the extent of sacrificing his official salary. 
It is an unpleasant episode. There was a time, of 
course, when such conduct would mean dismissal, or 
‘at least a reprimand. But oil, booze, the Ohio Gang 
'and other exploits have so raised our standard of 
scandals in public life that Glassie’s ethical derelic- 
tion is insipid to our jaded palate. 
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| BEECHER, THE SCOFFLAW. 
| For the enlightenment of the Bishops and other 


clergymen who have flocked to Washington to insist 
upon the continuance of the policy of prohibition, 
we beg to quote the following from a sermon of 


Henry Ward Beecher, delivered in 1882: 


| To attempt to create morality by law is of all 
things supremely and superbly foolish. * * * 
If we could create moral feeling by law we could 
get now and then a whole Legislature which 
would have all men converted ina year. * * * 
Next comes the question of the right of the law 
to determine whether a man shall or shall not 
drink. On that subject I am in favor of a man’s 
not drinking, unless you tell him that he shall 
not drink. 

John Calvin, whose name is held up to such 
reproach, would, if he were alive today, be an 
advanced man in the community; he was a nat- 
ural reformer; and in lecturing to the students 
on the subject of the Sabbath, and telling them 
of its blessings and good influences, said to them: 
“Keep the Lord’s day, unless men in authority 
command you to keep it; then break it as an 
evidence of your liberty.” 


And so, if any man, or any community were 
to*say to me: “You shan’t drink wine when you 
think it best,” I would say, “I will,” with no 
other reason but to show that I am a free man. 
But if my physician should say to me: “It is 
not wholesome; it is mischievous for you,” ap- 
pealing to my reason and judgment, then I would 
say, “It is no matter; I will not.” 


If men should undertake to hold a rod over 
my head, and should say, “We will expose you 
to the contempt of the community, and to dis- 
grace if you drink wine,” I would say, “I do not 
care for the community; in a thing which con- 
cerns me the community shall not touch me, as 
I, in the things which concern the whole com- 
munity, have no right to touch them.” 

I hold, therefore, that there is a personal lib- 
erty in this matter—a domain that must not be 
invaded by sarcasms nor by sundry odious in- 
fluences brought to bear upon men. Leave to 
every man his personal and individual liberty. 
Diminish his temptation by persuasion, by good 
reasons and /by kindly influence, but not by 
authority— ot by coercion. 

Of one thing I am very certain: that you can- 
not by legislation create temperance. 

What a _ it presents, in its wisdom and 
fine self-respecting virility, to the intolerant attitude 
of many present-day clergymen.

the statement and said today that 
Gen. Flores took the poison him- 
self by mistake.

SEARCH WARRANT IN NAME 
OF DEPUTY SHERIFF IS INVALID 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, I1l., April 29.— 
Calling attention to the Supreme 
Court ruling that a “deputy sheriff 
can only act in the name of his 
principal,” Attorney-General Carl- 
strom declared a search warrant 
issued in the name of a deputy 
sheriff is invalid. 

The opinion was given to R. C. 
Chappell, State’s Attorney of Jer- 
sey County. Chappell wrote that 
he had made a raid under a search 
Warrant addressed to a deputy 
sheriff “in name and in title’ due 
to the absente of the sheriff. 

“The Illinois Prohibition Act,” 
Attorney-General Carlstrom said in 
further explaining his stand, ‘‘pro- 
vides that a warrant may be direct- 
ed ‘to any peace officer having 
jurisdiction’ but the statute does 
not define a deputy sheriff as a 
peace officer and the deputy sheriff 
acts for the sheriff and in the name 
of the sheriff.”

, HE Norwegian peasants are a 
most hospitable people, but 
their rules of hospitality are 

rigid and rarely brook any viola- 
tion. 

So all-embracing, however, is 
their hospitality that even a beg- 
gar must be offered food before he 
is permitted to leave the house. 
Whoever enters the door of a Nor- 
wegian household must partake of 
@ meal or his hosts will be offend- 
ed. 
But one of the strangest of the 
Norwegian customs, in which their 
hospitable rules abound, is that of 
serving the guest’s meal in solitary 
splendor. 

There is nothing the slightest bit 
snobbish in th‘ habit. It grows 
from a spirit of humbleness.
